I had hoth azas eutstretehed aad was able to ooatala aost of thoa la 
this aaaaort eoToriag a wide etretoh. 
Jtw||.s faeiag the Bast with ajr haek to the prisoaor. 
To ar^UCM I oaw that OTorTthlag was olear for approziaatelr tea feet 
«p to where the toloTlsioa lights were looated. 

I looked to mf right aad saw that soae of tho photographers wore Uockiag 
the Yehlolo, I aotloaed for those eaaraaea and aeweaoa who were hleokiag 
the Tohielo to aoTO haok aad noted that the Tohiolo was startiag to aevo 
haek* 

At this tlae I heard a goa diseharge, wftth aras eutstretehed I wheeled 
to mf left and looked ower mj left shoalder. 
I saw tho haoks of the offioers wrestliag with a porsea who had 
apparoatlr fired tho gna aad aoTiag tho prisoaor Oswald haok iato tho 
jail offiee. 

Alaost at the tlae that the shot was fired the bows aedia and photographers 
plunged forward upon the seeaei I iaaediatolr fereed thoa baokwards 
while the offieers were still struggling with the person that fired 
tho gaa. 

I was able to ooatala these people falrljr well uatil additional help 
arrlTod. 

At the tlae the prisoaor oaerged froa tho jail offiee the aroa was 
olear ezoept ^ for the i^otographors aad aews aedia that was blookiag 
the ear. 

It was obTious that the peraoa weildiag the gaa had aade a dash froa 
the group of pressaea and aews aedia that were at the ^oKtheast oomer 
of the iaooaiag reap. ->ie«y«e*i 
Offieor W.J. Harrison was bout ei|S»t to ten feet to ay left. 
In the tlae it took ae to look froa left to right I aa sure that no one 
left the ranks of prossaea botwoea Harrlsmi and ajraelf.
